Half an hour earlier the gunman was shot 
through the abdomen in a pistol battle in an 
attempted holdup at the Eastwood Inn, a North 
Side tavern. 
In the gun fight Alex Ferguson, 
55, who runs a mortuary, was shot 
and killed. 
Policeman Edwin McIntyre,

Urgent Call Received 
Dozens of police squads were searching for 
the killers when Dr. Hirschfeld received a hurry 


call to attend "a woman” in dire need of medical 
attention on the third floor of a Belle Plaine 
Ave., rooming house.

CHICAGO, May 3—With a snarling gunman 
menacing his life, a physician today was forced 
to perform a major operation with a razor blade 
on a wounded bandit who with a companion had 
just murdered

this morning, Dr. S. Hirschfeld at pistol point 
was ordered to "operate or die.” The physician's 
only instrument was a razor blade handed him 
by the wounded bandit’s companion. 
There was no anaesthetic, and the physician 
had only the dim light of the gunman’s room 
to guide him during the operation. 
Half an hour earlier the gunman was shot 
through the abdomen in a pistol battle in an 
attempted holdup at the Eastwood Inn, a North 
Side tavern. 
In the gun fight Alex Ferguson, 
55, who runs a mortuary, was shot and killed. 
Policeman Edwin McIntyre, 42, was shot in the 
head and seriously wounded. 
His companion, 
Phil Kelly, also a member of the police force, 
was wounded four times. 
Urgent Call Received 
Dozens of police squads were searching for 
the killers when Dr. Hirschfeld received a hurry 


call to attend "a woman" in dire need of medical 
attention on the third floor of a Belle Plaine 
Ave., rooming house. 
Answering the call, Dr. Hirschfeld was greeted 
by a red-haired man and a young blonde woman 
about 20 years old.

The 
reason the pain is in the calves is 
that the large muscle bundles of 
the lower leg are there. The pain 
is not felt in the ankles where there 
is only bone and tendon. 
Tests Made 
Tests for the capacity of the ar­ 
teries to dilate have been made. The 
surface of the skin should change 
tem perature in a definite way in a 
normal person. One test to deter­ 
mine this is to remove shoes and 
stockings and stay in a room of 
average temperature—say 70* to 
75* F.—for an hour. Then the feet 
are immersed in a bath of water of 
the temperature of 110* F, for 35 


the disease is catching and also 
what remedy can be used.” 
Answer — “Athlete’s 
foot”, 
or 
fungus infection of the feet, can be 
transmitted from one person to the 
other. 
The infected person who 
walks around the bathroom in the 
bare feet is liable to leave some of 
the fungus on the floor, which can 
be picked up by another member of 
the family on their bare feet. The 
best application known to me for 
prevention and treatment is a pow­ 
der, made as follows: salicylic acid 
five grams; menthol two grams; 
camphor eight grams; boric acid 50 
grams and starch 35 grams. This 
should be rubbed on the feet morn­ 
ing and night, and stockings put on 
over it.
